In early February 1954 7KB Berk fuer Ferruaelde- 
weaen KFT^reported to the Mr; t n Administration for Radio and Telecommunications 
(HI RFT) of the East Genian Ministry for Machine Construction that its 
supplies of this item are entirely exhausted. The plant reported that 
it urgently required 400 kilograms of P2 band 0.2 millimeters thick and 
300 kilograms of PR band 0.15 millimeters thick for February 1954. 

Similar renorts of shortages of supplies and urgent immediate needs 
came in to HV RFT from ulmoet all the other plants of the Bast German 
high -vacuum tube industry.
